was  sent  to  a  small  committee  tor  consideration.  On  looking  into  the 

natter  T  find  that  several  ol  the  scholarsniDS  or  fellowships  are  so  snail 

that  they  are  not  very  effective,  and  I  have  bentn  wondering  whether  it  is 

possible  to  combine  one  or  two  and  give*  a  soon  scholarship  to  an  individual 

or  whether  tne  Governors  could  be  induced  to  increase  the  annual  amount  of 

scire  and  Take  a  satisfactory  fellowship. 

I  find  that  there  are  two  fellowships  in  Medicine,  the 

George  Brown  Memorial  Scholarship  of  the  value  ol  .1300  and  a  certain  amount 

of  caDital  wnicn  nas  accrued  f roir  the  Dr.  Starr  fcemuest  for  medals  in 

Medicine.  These  medals’,  I  understand,  are  rarely  awarded.  It  has  occurred 

to  ne  tnat  oart  ot  this  Starr  beauest  might  be  used  in  the  torn  ot  a 

fellowship,  which  ii  given  to  the  reciDient  ot  tne  George  Brown  Fellowship 

B.hould  provide  hirr  with  something  line  $500  a  year,  and  that  would  be  a  good 

postgraduate  scholarship  in  Vedioine. 

I  am  not  auite  sure  what  committee  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 

snould  consider  this  matter.  Perhaps  you  would  -bring  it  before  some 

committee  and  let  it  report  at  the  nett  meeting  ot  the  Faculty,  so  that  if 

they  have  any  recommendation  to  tne  Board  of  Governors  we  might  take  action 

in  the  matter,  provided  it  appeals  to  your  iudgrrent.

With  the  opening  of  the  Bew  Hospital  it  is  evident  that  the 
organization  of  the  Out  Patient  Department  ns  discussed  and  passed 
by  the  Trustees  a  year  ago  must  come  into  force. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  regarding  the 
proposed  reorganization,  what  is  asked  for  is  as  follows:- 

An  executive  officer,  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  to  be  the 
head  of  the  Department,  He  will  receive  all  new  patients,  transact 
the  business  and  generally  have  full  supervision  of  the  Out-Boor  from 
the  Hospital  Standpoint, 

The  different  departments,  with  the  exception  of  Medicine,  to 
come  under  their  present  heads,  an  arrangement  that  will  answer  tem¬ 
porarily  but  will  be  subject  no  doubt  to  revision  when  the  Out-1  atient 
has  assumed  its  proper  position  in  relation  to  the  Hospital,  something 
it  has  not  done  in  the  past. 

The  Medical  Deportment ,  with  its  numerous  subdivisions  occupies  a 
very  different  place  from  the  others.  With  greatly  increased  atten¬ 
dance  end  a  much  larger  number  of  beds  in  the  In  Service  it  ia  quite 
clear  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  d©  efficient  work  with  the  present 
organization.  It  mur.t  be  remembered  that  this  embraces  general,  tuber¬ 
culous,  nervous,  skin  and  psychiatric  diseases,  and  to  attend  these 
cases  properly  th©  Out-Patient  Medical  Department  must  have  an  organiza¬ 
tion  almost  separate  from  th©  In  Patient  Department  to  which  it  is  an 
important  feeder.  It  is  not  possible  for  example,  to  have  the  Assis¬ 
tants  of  the  In  Service,  do  the  work  in  both  sections  efficiently  and

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satisfactorily.  The  reoult  is  that  someone  haring  the  rank  of  an 
Associate  irofeosor  auet  take  charge  of  it  with  a  staff  of  Assistants 
who  nr&  not  attached  to  the  I n  Services, 

The  function  of  this  Associate  will  be  to  look  over  the  ptients 
coming  for  treatment,  to  assign  them  to  the  Assistants  appointed,  to 
direct  the  teaching  of  students  and  generally  control  the  edical 
Department  from  the  teaching  and  scientific  standpoint,  including  the 
care  of  arterial  for  research  work.  To  do  this  he  will  require  to  give 
all  of  hie  morning*. 

In  order  that  all  connection  with  the  In- Services  shall  not  be 
lost  the  Heads  of  Services  in  all  Departments  will  be  asked  to  go  to 
the  Out  I’atients  regularly  for  consultation  thus  giving  the  Hick  Poor 
the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  irofession. 
Their  presence  will  popularise  the  Cut-Patient  Department  which  in  the 
past  has  not  had  the  benefit  of  their  knowledge  and  guidance  except  on 
rare  occasions . 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  arrangement  proposed  night  result  in 
a  loss  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Assistants  in  the  In  Services. 

The  reply  to  this  ie  that  these  Assistants  will  have  as  much  vgtrk  to 
do  in  the  wards  as  they  can  perform  with  any  degree  of  sati  faction 
either  to  the  hospital  or  the  Patient,  It  ia  alleged  too  that  in  order 
to  further  the  research  side,  the  patient  should  first  be  encountered  i 
the  Out-Patient  Department  by  the  rhysician  who  is  to  care  for  him 
afterward.  If  history  taking  is  properly  done  in  the  receiving  depart¬ 
ment  this  argument  f  alls  to  the  ground,  as  under  the  aysta  ta  proposed, 
history  taking  will  be  fvr  more  efficiently  don©  than  under  any  other 
system .  3o  thoroughly  is  the  Committee  on  desearch  in  favour  of  this 
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scheme  that  it  proposes  to  devote  a  portion  of  its  funds  to  the  payment 
of  a  salary  to  the  Associate  selected,  if  the  plan  is  endorsed  toy  the 
Board  of  Trustees  •  This  would  enable  such  an  Associate  to  devote  each 
morning  to  the  special  work  in  hand.

Dear  Sir:- 

The  Executive  of  the  Medical  Society  have  instructed  me  to  ask  you  to 
bring  a  couple  of  matters  of  infinite  importance  to  the  undergraduates  in 
Medicine  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Faculty. 

Of  these  the  first  is  in  connection  with  the  present  lockers  in  the 
Pathological  Building  for  students*  use.  There  are  240  sheet-iron  lockers 
installed  in  a  room  set  apart  for  the  purpose  in  that  building  but  of  these 
only  21  have  been  taken  by  students  for  use,  and  I  dare  say  not  that  many 
a.re  used  now.  This  in  itself  is  sufficent  evidence  that  the  lockers  are 
very  inadequate,  when  we  consider  that  the  room  is  used  as  a  cloak  room 
by  the  students  of  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  part  of  the  fifth  years. 

In  the  first  place  the  lockers  are  too  small  to  be  serviceable,  a  coat 
cannot  be  put  in.  one  of  them  without  doubling  it  up  in  such  a  shape  that  it 
is  unsightly  when  removed  and  if  the  coat  happens  to  be  wet,  so  much  the 
worse  for  it  and  also  for  the  goods  of  the  man  who  is  so  unfortunate  as  to 
possess  one  of  the  lower  tier  of  lockers  because  the  water  is  free  to  run 
right  through  into  the  lower  locker.  The  sheet  iron  locker  is  a  disadvantage 
in  that  it  affords  no  ventilation  to  garments  placed  in  it  and  a  wet  coat 
has-  no  chance  of  drying.  In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  the  lockers 
in  use  in  the  cloak  room  of  the  medical  Building  are  in  every  way  satis¬ 
factory.  They  are  open  and  allow  free  passage  of  air,  are  long  enough  to 
hand  a  coat  in  and  place  a  hat  above  and  the  students  may  put  their  own 
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lock  on  them  as' they  desire.  The  deposit  of  one  dollar  on  the  lockers  in 
question,  of  which  $0  cents  is  returnable  in  the  spring  is  also  another 
objectionable  feature,  in  as  much  as  lockers  in  the  other  buildings  are 
not  subject  to  such  a  fee  and  the  idea  of  having  to  pay  a  deposit  on  these 
particular  lockers  is  not  at  all  favourably  received.  These  lockers  have 
been  proven  to  be  so  unsatisfactory  that  coats  and  hats  are  simply 
piled  up  on  them  or  hanged  on  the  locks  and  we  feel  that  something  should 
be  done  at  once  before  the  end  of  the  present  term  to  have  an  adequate  set 
of  lockers  installed  for  the  students  who  have  to  spend  a  good  deal  of 
their  time  at  work  in  the  Pathological  Building. 

The  other  matter  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  is  that  of 
the  accommodation  for  Reading  room  for  the  Medical  Society.  As  you  know 
the  two  rooms  in  the  basement  on  the  north  side  of  the  hall  have,  lor 
some  time,  been  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Society,  the  larger  room 
as  a  Common  or  Smoking  room  and  the  smaller  one  as  a  Reading  room.  Mow 
since  the  number  of  students  in  Medicine  has  increased  and  since  the  Medical 
Society  wishes  to  increase  the  accommodation  to  its  numbers  by  furnishing 
more  reading  material  as  well  a.s  start  a  medical  library,  we  feel  that 
it  is  necessary  to  have  more  room.  This  feeling  has  been  growing  for  the 
past  two  or  three  years  but  since  the  Medical  Building  was  cramped  with 
the  work  that  had  to  be  carried  on  within  its  walls  nothing  was  done, 
but  now  ince  a  great  deal  of  the  Medical  work,  including  the  departments 
of  Pathology  and  Pathological  Chemistry  with  their  laboratories  and  the 
Pathological  Museum,  have  been  moved  down  to  the  New  Pathological  Building, 
we  feel  that  we  should  ask  for  more  room  and  endeavour  to  increase  the 
advantages  to  the  members  of  such  an  organization  as  the  Medical  Society. 

Our  request  is  in  effect  this:-  to  be  given  the  old  Museum  room  in  the  main 
floor,  oppopite  the  Secretary’s  office  and  Staff  Room,  to  be  used  as  a

Reading  Room  and  Library  and  that  the  temporary  partition  betv/een  the 
two  rooms  down  stairs  be  removed  and  one  lnrger  room  be  made  there  as 
a  common  room.  The  room  up  stairs  on  the  main  floor  is  an  ideal  room  for 
a  Reading  Room  and  Library,  it  is  admirably  lighted,  centrally  situated  in 
the  building  and  is  of  such  aize  as  to  make  it  very  comfortable  and

spacious  for  the  use  of  a  large  number  of  students.  The  Medical  Society 
is  at  present  securing  more  Medical  magazines  than  ever  before  for  the 
reading  of  the  students  and  the  idea  is  to  install  a.  library  as  soon  as 
a  room  can  be  had  for  the  purpose  but  with  the  present  accommodation  there 
is  not  room  for  all  the  men  to  get  a  chance  to  read  the  literature  placed 
there  for  their  use. 

Hoping  that  this  will  receive  your  cnreful  consideration  and  awaiting 
your  favour,  I  remain.
